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Shaping 
the next 
20 years 


WHAT will Newmarket look like in 20 
years’ time? 

That is the focus of a new steering 
group aimed at making improvements 
to the town. 

The Newmarket Vision Steering 
Group (NVSG) held its first meeting 
on Monday to discuss plans to imple¬ 
ment the Newmarket Vision document, 
which was produced last year by the 
Prince’s Foundation for Building Com¬ 
munities to provide a framework for the 
town over the next 20 years. 

Through a series of public engage¬ 
ment meetings, a coherent vision was 
put together and adopted by Forest 
Heath District Council (FHDC). 

People from all walks of life have 
joined four groups which will look at 
key issues in the town, from community 
planning and education to traffic and 
retail concerns. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who represents 
Newmarket and Red Lodge on Suffolk 
County Council, is on the NVSG which 
will oversee the four groups. 

She said: “I think this is a really excit¬ 
ing opportunity. To have these groups 
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and the three tiers of local government 
coming together in a very local and fo¬ 
cused way is a massive step forward. 

“This really is a better way for coun¬ 
cillors and officers of local authorities 
to work. We’re also working with people 
from the town in a new way.” 

The project is in its early stages but 
leaders are confident it could run for the 
foreseeable future. 

Much of the funding will come from 
local government sources as well as 
cash from developers but there will be a 
drive to secure match-funding. 

Newmarket deputy mayor Cllr Rachel 
Hood said: “Working together is the or¬ 
der of the day. 

“We have seen what not working to¬ 
gether has resulted in before. 

“Everybody is working together to 
create joined-up thinking for the good 
of the town.”

IT equipment

THIEVES have stolen £25,000 
worth of computer equip¬ 
ment from three businesses 
in the same evening. 

Police are appealing for 
witnesses to the incidents 
which took place between 
4.45pm on Friday, January 
10 and 10am, Saturday Janu¬ 
ary 11 within a building in a 
business park in Willie Snaith 
Road, Newmarket. 

The offenders gained entry 
to the building, where all the 
businesses were located, and 
were then able to break into 
the offices internally. 

The first business had ap¬ 
proximately £20,000 worth 
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of computer equipment sto¬ 
len including 11 Apple iMac 
computers, 6 Apple G5 Pow- 
erMacs and a server with a 
valuable amount of work 
saved on it. 

In the region of £5,000 
worth of items were stolen 
from the second business, 
including an Apple iMac and 
an Apple G5 PowerMac. 

A search was conducted of 
the third office, but nothing 
was stolen. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Business owners are advised 
to regularly review the secu¬ 


rity of their premises and to 
ensure they have robust win¬ 
dows, doors and locks. 

“Burglar alarms are strong¬ 
ly recommended and ideally 
should be monitored or ring 
through to a mobile phone 
when activated. Serial num¬ 
bers of electrical equipment 
should be recorded and 
property can also be marked 
using either an ultraviolet 
pen or forensic marking so¬ 
lution.”

months ago, with a £450,000 
pot of funding. 

■ The Education Delivery 
Group will focus on raising 
educational attainment and 
creating stronger links be¬ 
tween schools and the racing 
industry. 

Members will look at 
creating community hubs 
and holding open days for 
schools at the racing yards 
to showcase the different ca¬ 
reer paths in the industry. 

■ The Community Plan¬ 
ning Delivery Group will

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INVESTIGATIONS are ongoing into 
what caused an RAF Fakenheath 
helicopter to crash while on a rou¬ 
tine patrol in Norfolk, claiming the 
lives of four airmen. 

Staff Sgt Afton Ponce, Tech Sgt 
Dale Matthews, Capt Christopher 
Stover and Capt Sean Ruane, of the 
56th Rescue Squadron, died last 
Tuesday when their HH Pave Hawk 
helicopter plummeted into the 
marshland at Cley-next-the-sea. 

The recovery operation was ham¬ 
pered by bullets from the helicop¬ 
ter which were scattered across the 
site and difficulties presented by 
the terrain which has been flooded 
since the tidal surges before Christ¬ 
mas. 

The bodies were removed from 
the wreckage on Thursday and were 
flown home to America on Monday 
from RAF Mildenhall. Official cer¬ 
emonies will be held in the US. 

Col Kyle Robinson, 48th Fighter 
Wing commander at the base, said: 
“I would like to thank you all for 
your warmth and kindness. 

“We’ve seen your support in so 
many forms this past week as the 
wing has come together to support 
the families and members of the 
56th Rescue Squadron.” 

Norfolk Police has now handed 
the investigation over to the US Air 
Force (USAF) and the Ministry of 
Defence (MoD) as there was no evi¬ 
dence that the crash was a criminal 
matter. 

A cordon and a no-fly zone are in 
place while military personnel are 
at work at the scene. 

A second helicopter that had re¬ 
mained at the investigation site 
since landing there to provide as¬ 
sistance the night of the accident has 
now returned to RAF Fakenheath. 

It has emerged that no mayday 
message was sent by the helicopter 
before it plummeted into marsh¬ 
land. 

Col Kyle Robinson said he was not 
aware of any emergency warnings 
made before the helicopter went 
down and said it was too early to 
speculate on the cause of the crash. 

The crew has a range of experience 
from a few years to 17 years and were 
all “highly qualified and capable”, he 
said. 

Since the crash, birdwatching 
groups and residents have repeated 
long-held concerns over low-flying 
training exercises. 

Richard Kelham, chairman of Cley 
parish council, said the crash high¬ 
lighted concerns about the impact of 
low-flying helicopters on the nature 
reserve. 


He said: “It has been an ever-pre¬ 
sent issue for the last 20 years or so. 
If anything, it’s got better in recent 
years as RAF bases have closed. The 
concern is more for the birds than 
anything else as local people are 
quite used to it. 

“This has brought it to the fore 
again and, while we don’t want a 
knee-jerk reaction, this is a chance 
to discuss whether anything can be 
done to improve the situation.” 

When asked about the concerns, 
Col Robinson said: “I’m not aware of 
any warnings that we had. Obviously 
we take great care to make sure we 
operate in the safest fashion and all 
the rules and missions that they fol¬ 
low are the standard ones followed 
by the Ministry of Defence.” 

Residents told of hearing a “heavy 
and very unusual” sound overhead 
as the helicopter - which specialises 
in recovering troops from war zones 


- crashed. 

Peter and Sue McKnestiey, who 
run Cookies crab shop in Salthouse, 
live near the crash site. 

Mrs McKnestiey said: “We were 
watching TV at about 7pm. We heard 
the helicopter come over very fast 
and very low. 

“I don’t know about engines but I 
am used to the sound of helicopters 
and this sounded very heavy and 
very unusual. 

“My gut instinct was there was 
something wrong.” 

Norfolk coroner Jacqueline Fake 
said that because the deceased were 
associated with a “visiting force” she 
would not be conducting an inquest 
into their deaths. 

A memorial service to honour the 
four fallen airmen has been sched¬ 
uled for Friday afternoon at RAF 
Fakenheath. 

Details are still being finalised. 


Funds pour in for airmen's families 


THE devastated commu¬ 
nity has dug deep to sup¬ 
port the families of those 
who died in Tuesday’s heli¬ 
copter crash. 

As the News went to 
press last night, more than 
$35,000 had been donated 
to a fund to help the fami¬ 
lies of the crash victims. 

The site, which was 


set up by Caitlin Marilie 
Malone at 7pm last 
Wednesday, has been in¬ 
undated with donations 
which will be split equally 
between the families of the 
airmen. 

However, the base has 
warned of a number of 
scam websites which may 
be trying to take advan¬ 


tage of the tragedy. 

A USAF spokesman said: 
“The 48th Fighter Wing 
Fegal Office is investigat¬ 
ing several sites claiming 
to be collecting contribu¬ 
tions for the affected fam¬ 
ily members and cautions 
against making a donation 
unless you, the donating 
member, is absolutely cer¬ 


tain of the validity of the 
organization and/or the 
website to which you are 
contributing. 

“We ask that before you 
give, please be certain that 
your donation will be used 
for its intended purpose.”

Loving tributes paid to four 
airmen who lost their lives 



CAPT SEAN RUANE 

THE mother of Capt 
Sean Ruane said he was 
a “humble but popular” 
man. 

Capt Ruane, 31, was an 
experienced pilot from 
Kennedy Township, in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

The father-of-one mar¬ 
ried his wife Rachel in 
2011 and moved to Lak- 
enheath to join the 56th 
Squadron at the base. 

His mother Marcia Ru¬ 
ane told a local newspa¬ 
per in Pittsburgh that her 
son was working towards 
a master’s degree and 
wanted to teach history. 

She said: “He was just 
a well-liked, humble but 
popular person. 

“He was a good kid, a 
good son and a wonderful 
brother.” 

She said Capt Ruane 
had been on three de¬ 
ployments to Iraq and 
two to Afghanistan but 
was due to return to the 
United States this year. 



TECH SGJ DALE MATTHEWS 

THE family of Tech Sgt 
Dale Matthews, of Rolling 
Prairie, Indiana, said they 
felt “cheated” as the 38- 
year-old had been due to 
retire in just four months 
time. 

After spending 19 years 
in the military, he was 
due to retire this year and 
plans were being made 
for a homecoming cel¬ 
ebration. 

His stepfather Larry 
Gussman told local news: 
“We feel cheated. And, I 
say that because Dale was 
in Desert Storm, he was in 
Iraqi Freedom. 

“And, he got through all 
of that, and then to die in 
a stupid silly, training ex¬ 
ercise, we just feel cheat¬ 
ed.” 

His son Keelan, 14, said 
he was “an amazing man”. 

Tech Sgt Matthews 
lived at RAF Lakenheath 
with his wife Kim and two 
children. He also had two 
children in Oklahoma. 



STAFF SGT AFTON PONCE 

TRIBUTES have poured 
in to Staff Sgt Afton Ponce 
who was described as “a 
very good person”. 

The 28-year-old moth¬ 
er-of-two grew up in 
Priest River, Idaho, and 
graduated from River 
Lammanna High School 
in 2003. 

According to local news 
reports she hailed from a 
military family as her fa¬ 
ther Therien had served 
in Vietnam and her broth¬ 
er Ethan was a marine. 

Staff Sgt Ponce, nee 
Thornton, leaves behind 
her husband Andy and 
two children. 

Hundreds of tributes 
have poured in on social 
networking sites. 

Chanelly Crystal Cama¬ 
cho posted: “RIP Afton - 
you’re truly missed. 

And Steph Aaron Grey 
said: “SSgt Afton Ponce 
worked with my husband 
- she was a very good per¬ 
son.”

CAPT Christopher Stover 
died doing what he “truly 
enjoyed”, according to his 
parents. 

Rick and Mari Stover 
said: “On behalf of the 
Stover family, my wife, my 
daughter and my daughter- 
in-law, I want to express 
our deepest appreciation 
of the support and prayers 
we have received from our 
extended family, friends, 
co-workers and people that 
knew Chris. 

“Chris was doing what he 
truly enjoyed, flying. 

“Chris touched so many 
lives and left everyone bet¬ 
ter for it. 

“We are proud of his ser¬ 
vice to our country. 

“We all miss him so very 
much.” 

Capt Stover, 28, hailed 
from Vancouver, Washing¬ 
ton, and had recently cel¬ 
ebrated his first wedding 
anniversary with his wife 
Sarah.

FLOWERS have been laid 
at the gates of RAF Laken¬ 
heath as the base commu¬ 
nity tries to make sense of 
their loss. 

Col Kyle Robinson, com¬ 
mander of the 48th Fighter 
Wing at the base, said: “I 
am deeply saddened by 
the loss of these great air¬ 
men. 

“They have made the 
ultimate sacrifice while 
training to save the lives of 
others.” 

He said he could not im¬ 
agine how heartbroken the 
families were and said the 
primary concern for the 
base was supporting the 
families of the fallen crew. 

West Suffolk MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock said it was 
“a tragic loss of life”. 


He said: “Lakenheath is 
a close-knit community, 
and I know that this tragic 


loss of life will be deeply 
felt. 

“In Suffolk we never for¬ 


get that the presence of 
the men and women of the 
48th Fighter Wing helps 
guarantee Britain’s secu¬ 
rity and shared freedoms. 

“This crash reminds us 
of the bravery of our allies, 
in training and in war.” 

Cllr Colin Noble, who 
represents Lakenheath for 
Suffolk County Council, 
said: “The bases at Laken¬ 
heath and Mildenhall are 
integral parts of our com¬ 
munity.

Man brandished

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said: “You appeared outside 
the house with [part of] a 
crossbow which looked re¬ 
markably like a shortened 
shotgun and you put these 
people, people who were 
public servants, in fear of 
their lives. They described 
how they have never felt so 
endangered or scared.” 

Caroline Allison, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Had firearms 
officers been there earlier 
they may have had to use 
lethal force given as matters 


presented themselves.” 

Officers had discharged 
Pava spray inside the house 
before making a hasty re¬ 
treat. Emery then threatened 
to blow up the house using 
the gas supply, which it did 
not have. 

When he emerged, one of¬ 
ficer said he was holding a 
shotgun “as if he was patrol¬ 
ling”. 

Emery, who has already 
served more than eight 
months in custody and 17 
months on curfew on re¬ 
mand, is battling mental 
health issues and promised 
to keep in touch with his GP. 

Richard Germain, miti¬ 
gating, said: “Not only was 
it not a firearm, it was not 
a weapon of any kind that 
could do any harm unless 
Mr Emery hit someone over 
the head with it.” 


Record numbers of harriers at reserve 


BIRDWATCHERS have been 
puzzled as some of the 
country’s rarest birds of prey 
have swooped on a nature 
reserve. 

Staff at RSPB Lakenheath 
Fen spotted 29 marsh har¬ 
riers and seven hen harriers 
earlier this month, which are 
some of the highest num¬ 
bers recorded at the reserve. 

Information officer Da¬ 


vid White said: “It seems 
that the amount of birds of 
prey roosting on the reserve 
seems to be going up and 
up.” 

Marsh harriers usually 
visit the region in the sum¬ 
mer time but there has 
been a surge during winter 
in recent years. Hen harri¬ 
ers breed in moorland and 
tend to inhabit the north of 


England or Scotland. War¬ 
dens believe both birds are 
coming from further north 
but the mild winter has con¬ 
fused the theory that they 
are seeking warmer climes,

Driver, 29, lost 
control of 
inquest is 


A “HAPPY and positive” 
young man was killed when 
he lost control of his car on 
a bend and crashed into an 
oncoming van, an inquest 
heard. 

Daniel Clark, 29, died as 
a result of the injuries he 
sustained when his blue Cit¬ 
roen Saxo VTR crashed into 
a Volkswagen Transporter 
van in Swaffham Heath 
Road, Swaffham Bulbeck, at 
9.14am on June 22. 

Mr Clark, who lived in The 
Crescent, Dullingham, with 
his wife Letisha, was travel¬ 
ling to work at Stagecoach. 

William Morris, Coroner 
for North and East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, heard evidence 
from 47-year-old Duncan 
Grindley, the driver of the 
Volkswagen, at an inquest in 
Chatteris on Wednesday. 

He said: “I was travel¬ 
ling south along Swaffham 
Heath Road and was about

to negotiate the right hand 
bend. I was driving between 
40mph and 50mph and the 
visibility was good. 

“As the Saxo came round 
the bend, which was on his 
left side, it was clear the driv¬ 
er lost control. It appeared 
as if he then tried to correct 
that but he crossed straight 
into my path. I steered away 
as hard as I could onto the 
verge to avoid a collision but 
the Saxo crashed into me.” 

In a statement Mr Clark’s 
wife, who he married in July 
2010, said: “Daniel worked 
for Stagecoach. He was a 
happy and positive person 
who loved his job. 

“He drove along that road 
to and from work every day 
since we moved to Dulling¬ 
ham in May 2012. 

“Whenever I was in the 
car with him I always felt

safe and he was always in 
control.” 

The inquest heard that 
there were no defects with 
either vehicle and that there 
were no traces of alcohol or 
drugs in Mr Clark’s system. 

Pc Tim Kirkby, a collision 
investigator, said there was 
no evidence to suggest that 
Mr Clark was driving at ex¬ 
cess speed or that he was 
driving in “anything other 
than in the correct manner”. 

He said: “The most likely 
explanation for the collision 
is that as Mr Clark negotiat¬ 
ed the bend he lost control, 
and for what reason we do 
not know.” 

Pc Kirkby said Mr Clark 
had over-steered and 
crossed into the path of the 
oncoming Volkswagen. 

Mr Morris recorded a ver¬ 
dict that Mr Clark died as a 
result of a road traffic colli¬ 
sion.

Four people 
a day caught 
drink-driving 


FOUR people were caught drink-driving 
by police every day during the festive pe¬ 
riod. 

Police have described the results of the 
joint Suffolk and Norfolk Constabulary 
campaign in December as “disappoint¬ 
ing” as 7 per cent of tests carried out 
were positive. 

In total, 1980 people were stopped and 
breath-tested, of which 138 were found 
to be over the limit. 

Notably 58 of 415 breath tests 
that were carried out following 
collisions came back as positive, 
which equates to nearly 14 per 
cent, which is from 6.6 per cent 
in 2012.. 

Chief Inspector Chris Spinks of 
the joint Norfolk and Suffolk Roads 
Policing and Firearms Operations 
Unit said: “It is disappointing that 7 per 
cent of the tests carried out were positive. 

“Despite the fact that we highlight the 
drink drive campaign and the obvious 
dangers of driving under the influence of

alcohol, 138 people still risked their lives 
and the lives of others. 

“Those who drink and drive need to 
realise that their actions can have dev¬ 
astating consequences and while this 
particular campaign has ended, our 
commitment to target drivers affected by 
drink and drugs remains and checks will 
continue throughout the year.” 

More than 20 pubs supported 
the campaign by offering free or 
discounted soft drinks to desig¬ 
nated drivers. 

Tim Passmore, Police and 
Crime Commissioner for Suffolk, 
added: “I find it really staggering 
that despite the obvious dangers 
and the huge amount of publicity, 
drivers do not seem to be getting the 
message. 

“Drivers need to understand that drink 
driving risk their lives and the lives of 
others.”

Warning over 42% 
rise in chimney fires

RESIDENTS are warned to check 
their chimneys after the county 
saw a 42 per cent rise in chimney 
fires. 

According to Suffolk Fire and 
Rescue Service there were 37 
reported chimney fires in De¬ 
cember alone across the county, 
which is up from 26 in December 
2012 . 

Chimney fires can occur when 
soot deposits are left within the 
flue ways, damaging the flue and 
surrounding structures. 

It is important that the air 
supply through air vents or air 
bricks is never blocked because a 
blocked or defective chimney or 
vent can cause carbon monoxide 
poisoning. 

Cllr Colin Spence, cabinet 
member for public protection 
at Suffolk County Council, said: 
“Chimney fires can spread into 
the roof space or floor cavity and 
endanger the lives of people in 
the house as well as causing ex¬ 
tensive damage if the chimney is 
not properly maintained. 

“We encourage everyone to 


sweep their chimneys regularly 
to make sure there is no excess 
build-up of resin as this could 
lead to a fire and devastating 
consequences for you and your 
loved ones. 

“Stay safe this winter and pre¬ 
vent chimney fires.” 

The county council has warned 
residents to use a fire guard to 
protect against flying sparks 
from hot embers and to ensure 
the fire is extinguished before go¬ 
ing to bed or leaving the house. 

Also residents are told to en¬ 
sure good quality fuel is used and 
never to use petrol or paraffin to 
light a fire. 

All chimneys and flues should 
be cleaned at least once a year, 
or quarterly for wood fires, and 
checked to ensure they are free 
from debris.

"Perhaps helping to explain how 
the complex care system works, 
discuss care facilities in the area in 
general and future plans I am lobbying 
for in Lakenheath and what we can 
realistically seek to achieve." 

He said the closure was "a great 
loss" to the community but the 
facilities made it unsustainable. 

If the site is sold the funds will go 
back to the trust to care for the older 
residents of the village.

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ATTACK: John Read was jailed for nine years 

Man, 48 
jailed 
for pub 
attack 

A MAN has been jailed for nine years for 
slashing his victim’s face with a craft knife 
during a vicious attack in a Newmarket pub. 

John Read, of Willoway Park, Red Lodge, 
used the weapon to lacerate the man’s face 
- resulting in wounds to his cheek, mouth, 
shoulder and hand. 

Ipswich Crown Court heard on Tuesday 
Wayne Gill required 21 stitches to repair 
the wounds, which were inflicted inside 
the Waggon and Horses pub, in High Street, 
Newmarket, in September 2013. 

Read, 48, pleaded guilty at an earlier 
hearing to wounding with intent to cause 
grevious bodily harm. 

Prosecuting, Martin Ivory said Mr Gill 
had been in the pub when he heard a noise 
and then saw a knife being wielded towards 
him by a man with a gloved hand. 

Read used the knife to slash at Mr Gill’s 
face as he picked up a stool in an attempt to 
defend himself. 

Mr Ivory said that Mr Read was taken to 
hospital where doctors used 14 stitches to 
repair his cheek and put five in his mouth. 

Hugh Vass, defending, told the court the 
pair had a history of animosity. Read had 
not left home armed with the knife with the 
intention of attacking Mr Gill but had bor¬ 
rowed the weapon from a friend. 

Mr Vass said Read was remorseful and 
was anxious to avoid reoffending. 

Judge John Holt told Read that he consid¬ 
ered him to pose a “significant risk of seri¬ 
ous harm” to members of the public. 

Read will remain on licence for five years 
when he is released, meaning he can be re¬ 
called at any time if he reoffends.

AS a contemporary visual artist, 
Steve McQueen ploughed his 
own furrow. He collected the 
coveted Turner Prize in 1999 
and in 2006 he responded to 
the war in Iraq by representing 
the portraits of fallen British 
soldiers as a sheet of stamps 
entitled Queen And Country. 

When he made the 
transition to feature-length 
films, McQueen was equally 
uncompromising. His debut 
Hunger recounted the story of 
IRA hunger striker Bobby Sands 
through the eyes of fellow Irish 
Republican prisoners while 
his 2011 follow-up, Shame, 
dealt with the subject of sex 
addiction. 

For his third feature McQueen 
considers the slave trade from 
the perspective of a free black 
man who was kidnapped in 
1841 and suffered 12 years 
of abuse on the plantations 
of Louisiana before he was 
reunited with his loving family. 

Based on the autobiography 
of Solomon Northup and 
adapted for the screen by John 
Ridley, 12 Years A Slave is a 
masterpiece that sears into 
the retina with every artfully 
composed frame. 

Solomon (Chiwetel Ejiofor) 
lives with his wife Anne (Kelsey 
Scott), daughter Margaret 
(Quvenzhane Wallis) and son 
Alonzo (Cameron Zeigler). 



But an encounter with 
two seemingly respectable 
gentlemen - Messrs Brown 
(Scoot McNairy) and Hamilton 
(Taran Killam) - changes 
Solomon's life forever. 

He wakes up in chains and 
learns he has been sold into 
slavery. Theophilus Freeman 
(Paul Giamatti) takes delivery of 
Solomon and ignores pleas for 
leniency. 

Solomon's first master Ford 
(Benedict Cumberbatch) is 
kind but fate delivers him to 
sadistic Edwin Epps (Michael 
Fassbender), who takes a shine 
to one of the slave girls, Patsey 
(Lupita Nyong'o), to the chagrin 
of his unfeeling wife (Sarah 
Paulson). 

Solomon is caught in the 
crossfire, finding a means to 
orchestrate escape with the 
help of an abolitionist called 
Bass (Brad Pitt). 


12 Years A Slave th\s month 
won Best Motion Picture 
(Drama) at the Golden Globe 
Awards and is deserved 
frontrunner for the best picture 
Oscar in this year's Academy 
Awards. 

Ejiofor breaks our hearts as an 
honest, decent man who retains 
his humanity in the face of 
unspeakable cruelty. Nyong'o is 
equally eye-catching in her big 
screen debut while Fassbender 
simmers with rage and self- 
loathing. 

McQueen's directorial brio 
comes to the fore, memorably 
in a horrific whipping sequence 
shot in a single take. 

It's not a film that demands 
repeat viewings - like a 
sledgehammer to the solar 
plexus, once is enough. But 
McQueen's sensitive yet 
unflinching portrait of suffering 
will stay with us forever.

SHOPPING by mail order is meant to make our lives 
easier, but the reality is often a little different - 
especially, it seems, if you’re a gardener. 

In fact, according to a recent survey carried 
out by Which? Gardening, the Consumers' 
Association magazine, some 38% of customers 
have experienced at least one 
problem with mail order plants. 

The association first 
investigated customers' 
experiences of buying plants 
through mail order back in 
the summer of 2012. While 
around eight in 10 said they 
were happy, 36% of people 
said they had experienced 
problems, the most common 
of which were the quality 
of plants or bulbs provided, 
packages being left on the 
doorstep while customers were 
away and damaged packaging. Others received 
dead or dying plants, specimens that were too 
small or which quickly succumbed to disease and 
some which were rotten on arrival. 

In response to this, the Consumers' Association 
came up with The Which? Gardening Best Practice 
Criteria, a 10-point plan retailers should adopt 
to ensure a better experience for gardeners, with 


points such as giving an accurate description 
of the plant (including its size), flagging up any 
particular growing requirements, adopting strict 
quality control measures before the plants are sent 
out and ensuring packaging is secure enough to 
completely protect the plant in transit. 

So, did the measures work? 

To find out, Which? carried 
out a follow-up survey of 
more than 2,500 people in 
September 2013, and the 2,597 
members who'd bought plants 
by mail order in the previous 
year recalled their latest 
experiences. 

There were mixed results. 
Top-scoring suppliers included 
Blackmoor, Bloms Bulbs, David 
Austin Roses, Crocus and The 
RHS Plant Shop, while at the 
bottom were Bakker, Spalding 
Bulbs and Garden Bargains. 

So clearly some companies have improved their 
service, but others haven't. Either way though, 
whoever you chose to order your plants with, 
you need to know your rights. 

If you receive a plant you think is dead, the 
Sale of Goods Act 1979 says you are entitled to 
a refund, as long as you have notified the retailer

of the problem within 'a reasonable time'. What 
is 'reasonable' depends on the circumstances, 
but is typically three to four weeks, or less, from 
when the goods are received. 

If a plant you receive is diseased, you can ask 
for your money back, again within a reasonable 
time, or a replacement. In the first six months, 
the onus is on the seller to prove the plants 
weren't supplied diseased rather than you having 
to prove that they were. 

It makes no difference if the plants were 
damaged before they were sent or in transit, it's 
the seller's responsibility, so you can ask for your 
money back, within that reasonable time, or a

replacement. Don't let the seller put the onus on 
you to take it up with the courier they used. 

If you've had a problem with a plant you 
ordered and have asked for a refund immediately, 
but the seller has offered you a credit against 
future purchases instead, don't accept this offer 
if you don't want to. Where the contract is 
breached, you are entitled to a refund or, if you 
prefer, a replacement. The seller cannot decide 
you will only get a credit note.

Sheikh seeks Godolphin probe truth 


SHEIKH Mohammed insists 
"the truth will out" as Lord 
Stevens continues his inquiry 
into the ruler of Dubai's 
equine operations. 

The owner's Godolphin 
operation in Newmarket hit 
the headlines last year when 
trainer Mahmood al Zarooni 
received an eight-year ban 
from the British Horseracing 
Authority after admitting 
administering banned 
steroids to a number of 
horses in his care. 

There was then fresh 
controversy centred on 
endurance racing later 
in the year and Sheikh 
Mohammed's wife, Princess 
Haya, duly called in former 
London police chief Lord 
Stevens to oversee an 
internal inquiry. 

Sheikh Mohammed said: 
"He (Al Zarooni) doped 


them not for racing but for 
treatment for the long term 
and they would not come to 
see the races. 

"Now Lord Stevens will 
find out the whole story 
and we will all know what 
happened. 

"We put an investigator, 
Lord Stevens, to really go 
through everything and meet 
everybody and I think he is 
independent and doing a 
good job. 

"He hasn't finished yet, 
but I hope good luck for 
him. 

"The truth will come out 
because of independent 
Lord Stevens." 

Sheik Mohammed 
admitted his "shock" at the 
Al Zarooni affair. 

He underlined the trainer 
has no future with his 
organisation.

Jarvis gearing 
up for another 
successful year 


AFTER another hectic and highly successful 
year with Audi, Oliver Jarvis is gearing up for 
what promises to be another exciting year of 
motorsport. 

The Newmarket driver’s full 2014 programme 
has not been officially confirmed yet, but 
another outing at the Le Mans 24 Hours - a third 
with the German manufacturer’s factory team - 
seems almost certain, and Jarvis also seems set 
to continue racing in GT series as well. 

But whatever is announced in the coming 
weeks, Jarvis will once again start the year in 
style as a return to the Rolex 24 in Daytona, 
which he won in the GT class last year, was 
confirmed early in January. 

“I did a lot of racing and a lot of travelling 
last year and the great thing is it looks like 
that will continue,’’ he said. 

“To win one race in the LMP car and 
finish on the podium at Le Mans was good, 
and it was pleasing to finish fourth in the Spa 
24 Hours. 

“The area I would have liked better 
results in was the Blancpain Endurance 
Series but the balance of performance for 
that was completely wrong.” 

Jarvis’ immediate focus will be on the 
Rolex 24, which takes place on January 25, 
which he will contest with the Fall-Line 
Motorsports team. 


But there can be no denying what the main 
focus of the year will be - the Le Mans 24 
Hours, which gets under way on June 16. 

This year’s race promises to be even more 
exciting, with Porsche joining Audi and 
Toyota in the battle for LMP1 honours and 
a raft of new regulations resulting in very 
different cars to the previous two years. 

Jarvis has been fortunate to get behind the 
wheel of the new R18 during autumn testing 
and while the sessions were little more than 
routine shakedowns, they offered a useful 
preview of what is to come. 

“I’ve been involved in some of the early 
testing,” continued Jarvis. 

“It’s a huge difference to last year’s car 
because of changes in the rules. The 
mechanics and engineers have had a lot of 
work to do to prepare the car and they’ve 
done a great job. 

“The tyres are much narrower this year and 
that has a big impact in how the car feels and 
handles. 

“As we continue to develop the car we’ll 
get it to a good base and by the time the race 
comes the driving will be quite similar. 

“The biggest challenge will be getting to 
grips with the technical rules. 

“There’s going to be a lot of focus on energy 
and fuel consumption. 



“To comply with the rules we’ll have to lift 
off slightly at the end of a straight to save fuel. 
We won’t be taking it easy though. 

“It’s going to be about finding the most 
efficient way to save fuel while pushing to the 
limit. 

“There will be different ways of going about 
achieving that for the teams involved so it will 
be interesting to see what system works best.” 

Jarvis’ third-place finish last year was 
something of a disappointment, coming as 
it did after his win in Daytona and March’s 
victory in the 12 Hours of Sebring with 
Marcel Fassler and Benoit Treluyer. 

But he and co-drivers Marc Gene and 
Lucas di Grassi proved to be a solid team 


and had it not been for some misfortune 
early on when Jarvis was hit by an LMP2 car 
resulting in a puncture, they might have 
challenged eventual winners Allan McNish, 
Tom Kristensen and Loic Duval. 

McNish’s retirement, announced in 
December, came as a surprise to almost 
everyone and it remains to be seen who will 
take his place in the victorious car. 

“Allan’s announcement was a bit of shock,” 
added Jarvis. 

“So I don’t think there’s been any thought 
about a replacement for him. 

“It’s still early days and driver line-ups 
haven’t been announced yet. These things 
will be sorted out early in the year.”

Jockeys’ boss fuming with 
referee after Haverhill loss 


KEVIN Grainger was angry with 
the referee’s performance as 
Newmarket lost their derby clash 
at Haverhill Rovers in the Thurlow 
Nunn League, Premier Division 2-1. 

There was a delay of almost 
an hour in the second half as the 
lockeys’ Richard Chadwick was 
taken to hospital following a 
challenge with Rovers’ Marcus Hunt. 

Newmarket manager Grainger 
was not happy with Hunt’s 
challenge, and he had also been 
upset earlier in the proceedings as 
he felt his side should have been 
awarded a foul in the build-up to the 
hosts’ second goal. 

Ross Paterson had fired Newmar¬ 
ket into the lead with only a couple 
of minutes played, before Dalton 
O’Brien equalised and Dan Jeffrey 
put Rovers ahead before the break. 

The lengthy stoppage fol¬ 
lowed in the second period, with 
Chadwick now out of hospital having 
sustained bruising to his lower shin 
and a couple of torn calf muscles. 
He is expected to be ruled out for 
three weeks. 

“I wasn’t happy with the referee’s 
performance and I think both teams 
felt that as well,” said Grainger. 
“The tackle on Chadwick was 
horrendous, to be honest. It was well 
over the top and everyone saw it, bar 
the referee. 

“It caused some ill feeling, which 
you’d expect, but we agreed to play 
on, unlike what some other teams 
have done against us in the past. 

“The result was irrelevant. The 
issue was the referee had had such a 


poor game and was never in control, 
but it’s over now and it’s done. 

“I thought a draw would have 
been a fair result, but probably 
Haverhill had the better of the sec¬ 
ond half. We were just disappointed 
with the whole events of the day.” 

Rovers boss Dean Greygoose, 
who felt match-winner Jeffrey had 
been on the receiving end of an il¬ 
legal challenge earlier in the game, 
said: “It (the Chadwick injury) is 
something nobody wants to see. 
It was a 50-50 challenge and our 
player got booked for it. 

“Newmarket came back at us a 
little bit, but the game just fizzled out.” 

Christian Appleford let his Milden- 
hall players know what he thought of 
some of their efforts following their 
4-1 home defeat to Hadleigh. 

Aaron Turner headed the hosts 
in front, but new goalkeeper Matt 
Barker was not helped out by his 
team-mates as he conceded four 
times in the closing stages. 

“We got a deserved goal just 
before half time, and we talked 
about the need for concentration,” 
said manager Appleford. “A minute 
before they scored, I said to Tom 
Youngs (assistant) it would take a 
bit of a genius or an error for them 
to score. 

“I’ve told them that the defending 
wasn’t good enough, and some indi¬ 
viduals have to look at themselves. 
I’m not going to have people playing 
like that and defending like that. 

“They’re playing for their places a 
bit now because I feel let down, and 
I told them that.”
